EFFORT TO DISQUALIFY 
BOARD MEMBERS FAILS 


Chairman King Consistent- 
ly Rules Against Former 
Chief of Police — Lanford 
Thinks Beavers Did Best 


for Harmony. 


Owing to the illness of Attorney 
James L. Key; ehief of counsel for 
former Chief of Police J. L. Beavers, 
the retrial of the deposed police de- 
partment head .by the board of police 
commissioners, as ordered by the su- 
perior court, was adjourned at 12:30 
o'clock this morning, after a session 
of the board, which began at 8 o’clock 
Friday night. It will be resumed at 
10 o’clock this morning. 

About three hours and a half of the 
eession were consumed in thte argu- 
ment of technicalities by Attorney Key 
for Beavers and Sam D. Hewlett, assigst- 
ant city attorney, who is conducting 
the city’s side of the case. Throughout 
the trial so far as it progressed, begin- 
ning with the preliminary arguments 
and objections Bi “he former 
chief of police came out second best, 
Andrew R. King, chairman of the 
board, who presided, consistently rul- 
ing against Key. 


KING WANTED 
TO STAY. 


When, at about 12:15 this morning, 
after the hard grind of the night, dur- 
ing which he was compelled to leave 
the room several times, Attorney Key 
announced that he would be unable to 
continue the examination of witnesses 
on account of being too ill, and Com- 
missioner J. W. Maddox made a motion 
for adjournment, the chairman “over- 
ruled” it as being “out of order.” Mad- 
dox appealed from the chair’s decision, 
but King refused to recognize the ap- 
peal until the matier had been debated 
for a quarter of an hour. ; 

“The court ordered us to hold this 
trial,” said the chairman, “and I pro- 
pose to hold it. We're here now, and 
I say Ict’s stay here till we get through 
with it.” 

The suggestion was made that At- 
tovnevy Walter Mecklreath, assistant to 
Mr. ney, go on with the defense’s case, 
whereupon Mr. MecElreath said, in un 
impassioned speech: : 

“Gentlemen, regardless of Mr. Key's 
iliness, everybody here is tired and 
worn out, It isn'ta fair thing—any at- 
torney will agree with me-—to put a 
‘man up on a trial of this kind and 
go ahead with it, regardless of time, 
until his defense and himself are en- 
tirely worn and fagged out. As for 
inyself, 1 was called into the case to 
handle only certain specific phases of 
it, and [I have not gone over the evi- 
dence, don't know the evidence, and 
am entirely unfamiliar with the case 
in general, and I couldn't do the man 
on trial justice. I think you are all 
fair men; and I want to say that un- 
less you want to crowd a man and 
prevent a fair trial, you ought to ad- 
journ. It isn’t fair to continue under 
these circumstances.” . 


EARLY FINISH 
IS EXPECTED. 


After considerable debate, adjourn- 
ment to 10 o’clock today was agreed 
to reluctantly by some members of the 
board, and Commissioner Vaughn 
served notice that he will remain in 
the room today not later than 2 o'clock. 

An idea of the probable duration of 
the trial was given by Attorney Hew- 
lett, who said then: 

“Well, we ought to finish by then 
easily. As far as I am concerned, we 
will finish in 30 minutes.” 

The witnesses examined were Cap- 
tain James W. English, W. P. Fain, for- 
mer chairman of the police commission, 
and Newport Lanford, chief of detec- 
tives. ‘ 

~ Mr. Fain testified to his stormy ex- 

periences with Beavers,and his testi- 
mony was to the effect that the former 
chief was a decidedly insubordinate 
official. 

Detective Chief Lanford said there 
had been more or less friction between 
the detective department and the reg- 
nlar police ever since he assumed of- 
fice, but more than usual during Beav- 
ers’ administration us head of the de- 
partment. However, he said, “it isn’t 
in the power of the chief to prevent 
friction, and I have no complaint to 
make against Beavers as chief, for T 
think he did all he could to prevent it.” 

He said there has been much great- 
er harmony since Beavers has been 
out of office.

While skaters were gliding over the 
floor to the strains of an automatic 
band at the Casino skating rink last 
night, on Pryor street near Mitchell, 
the massive roof suddenly collapsed. 

A few minutes after firemen began 
hacking their way to the mangled 
bodies of two dead youths who were 
caught under the debris. A third man 


died later at Grady hospital. Ten were: 


injured, many having to extricate 
themselves from the mass of ruins. 
None of them, however, will die. 

Miss Lillian Perry, of the Broadway 
hotcl, a skater, had a miraculous es- 
cape. She was pinned beneath the 
fallen roofing. A beam that had fallen 
into a diagonal position supported the 
debris that buried her, protecting her 
from the full force of its weight. Thus 
she lay on the verge of suffocation un- 
til rescuers dragged her to safety. 


BODY IS 


RECOVERED. 

The body of J. A. Kimball, proprie- 
tor of the Terminal garage, was the 
first recovered. An axe brigade from 
fire headquarters required thirty min- 
utes to chop away the giant beams 
that lay acoss his mutilated body. 

It was an hour later, perhaps, that 
the body of Hugh Drew, was uncov- 
ered. He, too, had been caught. by the 
beams that had served as the roof's 
supports, and these pinned his body to 
the floor on which he had been skat- 
ing. He was so mangled that B. H. 
Andrews, a former roommate, who had 
accompanied him to the Casino, could 
barely identify him. 

Kenneth Conliff, the third man killed, 
fled as the roof fell, jumping through 
a window to ihe sidewalk on Pryor 
street. A shower of bricks falling over 
the wall caught him before he could 
stumble to his feet. His skull was 
crushed, and he died an hour after- 
ward on the operating table at Grady. 

Conliff was floor manager of the Ca- 
sino. He was a young man of = 25, 
married. J. A, Kimball, formerly of 
Jackson, Ga., was a bachelor, living in 
sleeping quarters over his place of bus- 
iness. Hugh Drew was years old, 
a clerk at Kamper’s Grocery company, 
and a native of Tallapoosa, Ga. 

J. M. Speer, manager of the Casino, 
was severely injured in the side by 
falling bricks that caught him as he 
sought safety on the sidewalk, running 
through the front entrance.

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CHARGES GRAFT 
AT CITY GARAGE 


Former Employee Appears 
Against J. J. Mulholland, 
Who Operates Department. 
Investigation to Be Re- 
sumed Monday. 


Fifteen or more witnesses were call- 
ed yesterday afternoon in the investiga- 
tion being made by a special commit- 
tee of council into the workings of the 
city garage over which J. J. Mulhol- 
land has control. Little progress was 
made by the committee, though they 
were in session for the greater part of 
the afternoon. The meeting adjourned 
until Monday afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

At that time several witnesses for 
Mulholland will be called to testify to 
the way in which the garage is con- 
ducted and the manner of the work 
turned out for the city. About fifteen 
have been named by Mulholland to tes- 
tify in his defense. About the same 
number will be called to testify against 
him, according to Councilman Fred 
Woodall, chiarman of the committeee. 

Samuel D. Hewlett, assistant city at- 
torney, was present, and Mulholland 
was represented by J. K. Jordan, who 
cross-questioned several witnesses. 
arose’ yf “the testimony against Mul- 
holland was submitted by J. A. Mc- 


yLaughlin, a former employee of the 


Sarage, who was discharged by the 
Garage manager about a month ago. 

He said that two tire casings were 
furnished to Jesse B. Lee on March 22, 
1916, by the garage manager for Mr. 
Lee’s car. He further testified that two 
tubes were carried out of the garage 
by Mr. Lee in Mr. Mulholland’s car on 
the same day. 

He testified to having overhauled Mr. 
Lee’s car during September of 1915 at 
the order of the garage manager. About 
the same time, he said, Mr. Lee brought 
another car to the garage, having sold 
the first one, and this was completely 
overhauled and painted, Mr. Lee buying 
the supplies and the garage employees 
doing the work. ; 
was done by J. H. Daniel, an employee 
of the garage, who received $10 for his 
services, 

The paint was furnished by the city, 
he said. He testified that a Klaxon horn 
was taken from the Battle Hill sanita- 
rium truck by order of Mulholland and 
placed on Mr. Lee’s car. 

“On the day of the munici 
Mulholland had me take ee yeas 
wheel of the machine used by Nym 
flurt. This car was to be used in the 
parade by Mr. Hurt and Mayor Wood- 
wart Mulholland told me to take it 
off, so they could not use it. The fol- 
lowing day it was replaced without any 
repairs being done by me or anvone 
else. 

“IT thought this strange and on ques- 
tioning Mulholland he told me that he 
did not want Mayor Woodward and Mr. 
IIurt to use the car. He did not explain 
Why he desired this.” 

“Wasn't the axle on that ear bent so 
tnat it could not be used?’ asked Mul- 
holland. 

“It was not.’ was the repiv, “and 
you can't deny ielling me you did not 
want the mayor and Mr. Hurt to use 
the car.” 


“Has Vivid Imagination.” 


“IT remember no such Statement,” s: 
Mulholland. “The gentleman WE ge 
Vivid imagination and great ability for 
invention.” 

“Mulholland made long trips in his 
private car, using the city’s gasoline,” 
continued the witness. “He also made 
trips to Newnan on business for a New 
i firm, again using the city’s gaso- 
ine, 

“Mulholland wanted 
fire engine: house No. 8 for a service 
truck at the garage and told me 
to say that the frame was twisted and 
liable to break at any time. He would 
then be given the car for his service, 
as it would be condemned as a fire 
truck.” 

“Did you make such a statement?” 
he was asked. \ 

“{ did not. for 1 did did not have the 
chance and Knew it was not true.” 

“You don’t deny that this truck is 
now in use and giving good service,” 
said Mulholland. 

“That is true,” was the reply. 

“What motives could Mulholland 
have had for making the statements 
you charge about the mayor and Mr. 
Hurt, and why did he want the truck 
from the fire engine house?” was 
asked. 

“I don’t Know.” 


Went Out of City on Business. 


Mulholland did not deny the trips 
out of the city in which he used the 
city gasoline. “I can explain that,” he 
said, after the meeting. “All or tnem 
were made on the city’s business i 
have taken several such trips. 

“Iivery Sunday I take my own ear 
and go to all of the fire engine houses 
to check up with them on the expense 
of their machines during the week. If 
I have gune from the city on business

for short rides in the country without- 


pouring out the gasoline I had in my 
tank and buying other gasoline out of 
my own pocket, I don’t think I can be 
censured for it. 

“The city has been paying the cost 
of the upkeep of my car and there has 
never been any secret about it. nor has 
there been any kick. It is used most 
of the time for city business, as the 
city employees can testify.”

Chicago, June 10.—The second peace 
conference of republican and progres- 
sive conventions adjourned shortly be- 
fore 2 o'clock this morning until 9 
o’clock without having come to a defi- 
nite agreement. 


Auditorium Hall, Chicago, June 93.— 
Theodore Roosevelt. will be nominated 
for president tomorrow by the pro- 
gressive national convention unless

Or direct, emphatic word from Mr. 
Roosevelt himself, that the progressive 
nomination would not be accepted. 
For hours today the leaders of the 
convention staved off a nomination 
that they knew, and every delegate in 
the hall knew, was crowding forward 
with the hours thmeselves and could 
no more be stopped than an avalanche 
if once the convention was assured 
that the last hope of peace with the 
republicans was gone and Mr. Roose- 
velt’s nomination at the Coliseum

could not be accomplished. 

Roosevelt Desired Delay. 

1 After three sessions that ran through 
the gamut of emotions from hysteria 
for Mr. Roosevelt to a calm, dispassion- 
ate discussion of planks in the plat- 
form, the convention adjourned at 9:58 
o’clock tonight until 10:30 tomorrow. 
It was only after repeated agsurance 
from the leaders that Colonel Roose- 
velt himself desired that the nomina- 
tion be postponed, that the delegates 
jpwallowed their own convictions that 
the nomination was the real and only 
business to be considered and consented 
to quitythe hall for the night. 

All day the delegates kept on guard, 
while the leaders watched, or listened 
over the telephone, to detect any un- 
expected move on the part of the re- 
publicans. As the ballots were taken 
in the Coliseum they waited and lis- 
tened and kept their tempers. 

They told they must “keep the 
faith’ hallots to 
taken by the republicans according to 
the agreement between the peace con- 
ference and approved by Colonel Roose- 
velt himself. The approval of the colo- 
nel was a trump card held up the 
sleeves of the leaders, but never played, 
for when the Coliseum quit for the 
night the delegates, tired out with long 
sitting in the hot, sticky theater, were 
willing to wait for a nomination. 

“Twenty-four hours won't make any 
difference,” said Governor Hiram John- 
son. The crowd agreed and accepted 
the motion to adjourn. 

Borah Dramatic Appearance. 

“One of the incidents of the day 
and one of the most dramatic, was the 
sudden appearance upon the platform 
of Senator Borah, of Idaho, a dele- 
gate to the republican convention and 
one of the peace conferees. He got 
a reception that rose to the high ceil- 
ing of the theater and swelled out into 
the streets, but when he began to 
speak the old temper for Roosevelt

flamed out again. The senator spoke 
briefly, he hoped for harmony and 
peace and the spirit of get-together, 
but he promised to follow Mr. Roose- 
velt with all the ardor he was capable 
of, if he should be the nominee of the 
two parties.” 

There was little routine business dur- 
ing the day. The platform was tenta- 
tively agreed upon with only a few 
changes. A fight to insert a prohibi- 
tion plank was beaten by a vote of 523 
to 82, after the leaders had explained at 
length that to put it in meant that 
prohibition and not Americanism would 
then become the main issue of the ecom- 
ing campaign. 

For the rest the delegates just cheer- 
ed and listened. Realizing that an 
outbreak might be averted only by 
keeping them in good humor the lead- 
ers recognized man after man in the 
hall, called them to the platform and 
allowed them to play on the crowd's 
good nature and its sense of humor. 

Before adjournment § the delegates 
were told of the results of the first two 
ballots at the Coliseum. They took 
comfort from the vote for Mr. Roosevelt

They Look to Roosevelt for 
Reinforcements Needed to 
Win Victory — Perkins Is 
Asserting That Roosevelt 
Will Not Support Hughes. 
Root Acceptable to the 
Colonel. 


Chicago, June 10.—The last stand of 
the allies against the Hughes forces 
whieh threaten to sweep the repub- 
lican convention today has been or- 
dered. With more than a majority of 
the delegates still pledged to their 
colors, steps were taken at midnight 
to guard against desertions. Optimis- 
tic statements were circulated based 
on the ability of the combination of 
favorite sons to adjourn yesterday’s 
session before proceeding with a third 
ballot which if taken almost certainly 
would give that candidate strength to 
nominee. 

The plans of the combination were 
guarded with the utmost secrecy, but 
it was necessary for the leaders to 
take sO many persons into their con- 
fidence that it became known that 
the allies looked to Sagamore Hill for 
the reinforcement needed to make 
victory theirs. A word from Colonel 
Roosevelt, they all seemed to think, 
would end the chance of a nomination 
of Hughes and his apprevai of an ally 
would give that candidate sertngth to 
go Wefore the convention today with 
at least a show to get the nomination. 


Leaders in Combination. 


The leaders in the combination were 


managers of the candidacies of Fair- 
banks, Weeks and Burton, but it was 
hoped to enlist all of the other allied 
candidates, Sherman, Root, Cummins, 
Knox and those with a scattered fol- 
lowing. The advocates of the nomi- 
nation of Fairbanks were the most in- 
sistent, because he was the only one 
of the allies who made a gain on the 
second ballot. All of them agreed, 
however, that if Colonel Roosevelt 
should make a selection of some other 
of the candidates they would abide by 
his decision and do their utmost ty 
nominate that man. 

Former Senator Root figured promi- 
nently in the plans of the combination 
as many of the political leaders op- 
posed to the nomination of Hughes ar- 
gued tliat they must consider the sup- 
posed ambition of Colonel Roosevelt 
to get the republican nomination in 
1920, if it is denied in 1916, On ac-

The former senator from New York 
is popular with most of the promi- 
nent republican leaders. If it were be- 
lieved that he could be elected, it is 
known he would be favored by many 
of them on account of ‘his recognized 
menial fitness for the presidency. 

Element of Doubt. 

The greatest element of doubt in 
the situation concerns the supporters 
of Cummins and La Follette, because 
of their progressive tendencies. When 
released from their pledges these dele- 
gates, the favorite gon combination 
fears, will go in a body to the support 
of Hughes. 

The Hughes managers profess not 
to be alarmed by reports that the ta- 
vorite sons were organizing for a fight 
against the justice. Their optimism 
was based on their belief that many 
of the instructed delegates cannot be 
transferred at will from one allied 
candidate to another and that by any 
swap attempted Hughes is bound tv 
gain strength. They repexuted their 
claims that Hughes would be nomi- 
nated, they thought, on the first bal- 
lot today and certainly not later than 
the second, which would Ye the fourth 
taken by the convention. 

As the night wore on 
tails of the anti-Hughes 
became known. George W. Perkins, of 
the progeressive convention, Senator 
Penrose, and a number of others met 
early. 

The spokesman for the republican 
faction convinced Mr. Perkins that be- 
cause of personal prejudices against 
Colonel Roosevelt held by many of the 
delegates, chiefly on account of the col- 
onel leaving the purty four years ago, 
he could net under any* circumstances 
gather more tahn 350 votes in the re- 
publican convention, in which 444 votes 
is a majority. 

Roosevelt Against Hughes. 


Mr. Perkins told the republican mem- 
lbers of the conference that next to 
nominating Colonel Roosevelt he  de- 
sired above all to prevent the ngomina- 
tion of Justice Hughes. He asserted 
that if Justice Hughes were nominated, 
Colonel Roosevelt would not support 
him and the republican ticket certain- 
Liy would be defeated. He thought Mr. 
rRoot_was-the one member of the allied 
‘force whostood a chance of being 
nominated and winning the support of 
the colonet. He dismissed as 
worthy of serious consideration 
claims of other allied candidates. Some 
of the other progressives who were 
consulted concerning this effort to 
bring the two factions together feared 
that Mr. Root’s political relations with 
several of Colonel Roosevelt's political 
enemies would make it impossible for 
the colonel to support Root. William

DEPUTY TAKES PART 
IN DESPERATE DUEL 


In a Fight With Alleged

In a hand-to-hand battle with five 
heavily-armed men, alleged members of 


a moonshine gang, Tom Curtis, deputy 


United States marshal, Canton, Ga., last | 


Thursday killed one of his assailants 


and wounded another so seriously that 
at last reports his death was moimen- 

expected. The battle occurred 
mountain fastness of north Geor- 
gia, 6 miles from the South Carolina 
line, about 12 miles northwest from 
Young Harris. 

With Curtis at the time of the fight 
was John Tolbert. who had been em- 
ployed by Curtis and Henry Penland, 
another deputy United States marshal, 
of Ellijay, to guide them to the ren- 
dezvous of Tom Henderson, an old man 
and an alleged moonshiner, for the 
arrest of whom the officers carried a 
warrant. Tolbert was unarmed, and 
was compelled to stand by while his 
lone companion fought the alleged out- 
laws unaided, Penland and Curtis hav- 
ing previousiy been separated by the 
mountain gang through a ruse. 

The man killed is known to have heen 
a son of: Henderson, and it is thought 
his wounded companion is his brother, 
although the officers are not sure as 
to that. The given name of neither 
man is known to the authorities. Both 
men were shot in the abdomen. 

Flee Through Bullet Hail. 

Following the shooting Curtis and 
Tolbert fled from the scene through a 
hail of bullets, joined Penland 2 miles

ROAD IMPROVEMENT 
URGED BY ALLISON 


Dixie Highway Directors 
May Be Asked to Relocate 
Rome-to-Atlanta Western 
Division Route. 


Judge M. M. Allison, of Chattanooga, 
president of the WVixie Hignway as- 
sociation, has written to citizens of 
Kingston, Cartersville and Marietta, 
stating that unless the link of the 
Rome-Atlanta western division of the 
Dixie highway, from the point where it 
joins the eastern division from Carters- 
ville, through Kingston to the Floyd 
county line, is improved and put in 
first-class condition, he will recommend 
that the Georgia directors of the Dixie 
Highway association re-locate’ the 
route of the highway between Rome 
and Atlanta. 

President Allison states that the Bar- 
tow county commissioners have shown 
no disposition. apparently, to improve 
this partof the road,and thai, out of 
justice to the citizens of Rome and 
Floyd county, this bad stretch of road 
will not be allowed to stand in the 
way of the western division getting its 
share of the travel. 

Already the citizens of Paulding 
county, of which Dallas is the county 
seat, have evinced a great deal of in- 
terest in the Dixie highway and have 
organized an association to build a 
road from Rome to Atlanta, via Dallas, 
and ask the directors to name it as the 
western division of the Dixie highway 
between Rome and Atlanta. Every 
county between Rome and Atlanta is 
represented in this association and ac- 
tive steps are being taken toward the 
construction of a road.

further on the road, whither he had 
previously been decoyed, and the three 
went to Young Harris, where they 
spent Thursday night. Friday morning 
all three left Young Harris, the two 
deputy marshals returning to Atlanta, 
arriving last night, and Tolbert head- 
ing for his home, Dahlonega. ; 

At a late hour last night he had not 
awrived, and the local United States 
marshal's office was greatly apprehen- 
sive as to his safety, as feeling against 
the government's officers ran high fol- 
lowing the fight, and threats of re- 
venge were made broadcast throughout 
the mountain region. 

According to Curtis’ and Penland’s 
account of the fight, borne out as far 
as possible by their chief United States 
Marshal Thompson, the Henderson 
gang, knowing the officers were en 
route to arrest the old man, tormu- 
lated a plot to kill them. 

The two officers hired a surrey for 
the trip into the vicinity of Hender- 
son’s alleged still Thursday morning, 
and employed Tolbert, a Dahlonega 
liveryman, to drive them as far as 
Blairsville. There they were to release 
Tolbert and hire a Blairsville livery- 
man, Jim Butt, who is familiar with 
the country, to drive them the _ re- 
mainder of the way. However, Butt 
refused to go, as he and other citizens 
of the town had heard threats against 
the officers. 


Are Victims of Ruse. 


Tolbert agreed to continue in cnarge 
of the team. At a point near the sub- 
sequent fight, one of Henderson’s sons 
met the party on the mountain road, 
and agreed, if one of the officers would 
zo with him, to pilot him to his fa- 
ther’s house in the woods. All couldn’. 
zo, because the rig would not carry 
them. So Penland and young Hender- 
son drove off, leaving Curtis and Tol- 
bert to await them by the roadside. 

About two miles further on the road, 
young Henderson left Venland in the 
rig, saying he would return in a few 
minutes with his father, and all would 
go peacefully and well. 

Atter waiting for about an hour the 
Henderson boy, who went with Pen- 
land, and a young man supposed to be 
his brother, emerged from the brush 
and accosted Curtis. They abused him 
and told him, he says, that their in- 
tention was to kill them both. One 
of the men, thought to be one of the 
Hendersons, rushed at Curtis with a 
knife and slashed his coat from near 
the collar band to the waist on the left 
side.

that Curtis whipped out his 
and shot his assailant, who 
fell and was thenceforth out of the 
fight. Then a shot was fired from the 
brush nearby, the bullet whistling close 
by Curtis’ head, and the officer says 
that Henderson, senior, and two other 
mountaineers with rifles, rushed out 
of the bushes and toward him. In 
the fight that followed another man 
was shot down by Curtis. 

(Curtis and Tolbert then fled for their 
lives, quickly were hidden from their 
pursuers, and ran to where they found 
Penland waiting.

Mountain friends of the Hendersons 
Friday morning went to Young Harris, 
and from there telephoned to various 
sheriffs of north Georgia to be on the 
lookout for the officers and Tolbert 
and arrest them, as ‘“‘they have mur- 
dered two men in cold blood.” Similar 
word had preceded the officers to At- 
lanta, where they arrived last night; 
but instead of taking them into cus- 
tody, their chief in Atlanta only con- 
gratulated them upon their escape, and 
complimented Curtis. 

Curtis is 29 vears old, 
and has been a deputy marshal for 
three years. His companion, Penland, 
is about 40, married, and likewise has 
been in the service in north Georgia 
for several years. Both have excel- 
lent records. 

The authorities have been planning 
a raid on the “Henderson gang’s” sup- 
posed still for many months, but never 
until this week have been able to es- 
tablish approximately its location. The 
Hendersons have, local officers say, a 
wide reputation as notorious “bad men,” 
and have a large following in the 
woods.

At 4:11 when the demonstration had 
gone on for thirty minutes Chairman 
Harding began to pound for oraer. 

It was just 32 minutes before order 
had been sufficiently restored for the 
rol] to go on. 

While the floor still was in confusion 
Chairman Harding ordered the roll call 
to go on and former Representative 
M. E. Kendall took the platform to

It was arranged that Senator Wads- 
worth, of New York, was to be recog- 
nized to present a resolution amending 
the rule governing the _ seconding 
speeches. It limited seconding speeches 
to two of five minutes each. Where 
there are more than two, but two min- 
utes shall be allowed to each. The 
Roosevelt people had sent to the chair 
a list of eight speakers to make sec- 
onding’ speeches. 

Kendall departed from the text, de- 
voting his talk to a plea for harmony 
with the progressives and reciting why 
the Iowa delegation offered Senator 
Cummins as the man best equipped for 
that work. The Iowa delegation broke 
loose when he finished at 4:37.

ABOUT 70,000 PRISONERS 
CAPTURED BY RUSSIANS 
SINCE THE DRIVE BEGUN 


Reported German Troops 
Have Been Sent to Aid 
Austrians—German At- 
tacks on Left Bank of the 
Meuse Are Repulsed by 
French — Austrians Make 
Further Gains Against the 
Italians. 


London, June 9.—The Russians are 
keeping up with success their offensive 
against the Austro-Hungarians from 
the Pripet river to the Rumanian bor- 
der, along a front of some 250 miles. 
The troops of Emperor Nicholas have 
crossed the Stripa river in Galicia and 
reached the Zlota Lipa river. Petro- 
grad reports that 1,143 officers and 
more than 64,700 men have been taken 
prisoner since the present great drive 
against the Austro-Hungarian line be- 
gan. 

East of Lutsk, near the center of the 
advancing Russian line, General Brus- 
siloff’s troops have made important ad- 
vances along the Styr river and the 
Kovel-Rovno railway. It is reported 
from Petrograd that’ German troops 
have been sent to aid the 
Austrians. Vienna admits that 
the 4ustro-Hungarian troops have 
reached new positions on the River 
Styr in Volhynia, after fighting rear 
guard actions with the Russians. 


GERMANS REPULSED 
IN VERDUN REGION. 


The Germans, after their successful 
thrust in the Thiaumont farm, have 
ceased for the moment their infantry 
attacks against this section of the 
Verdun front, Paris reports. Their ar- 
tillery bombardment, however, has 
continued to be heavy in the region 
south of the Thiaumont farm, in the 
Chapitre wood, in the Fumin wood and 
south of Damloup. On the left bank 
of the Meuse several attacks by Gers; 
man infantry against Hill 304 have 
been repulsed by the French. 

Under the pressure of infantry and 
artillery attacks, the Italians troops 
have withdrawn to new positions in the 
zone east of Asiago and east of the 
Campomulo valley. This is admitted by 
Rome and Vienna officially claims fur- 
ther gains on the Asiago highlands. The 
Austro-Hungarians report the number 
of Itailans taken prisoner since the be- 
ginning of the month as 12,400. 

King Constantine has signed an Oor- 
der demobilizing twelve classes of the 
Greek army, amounting to 150,000 men.

AUSTRIAN LINES 
BADLY SMASHED. 


London, June 9.—Information has 
reached the Russian embassy in Rome 
that the Austrian front has been com- 
pletely broken along a length of 94 
miles to a depth of 374% miles, accord- 
ing to a Central News dispatch today 
from the Italian capital. 

The Russian advance, according to 
these advices, now threatens to en- 
velope the entire Austrian army in 
the region affected, the Austrians find- 
ing themselves attacked from both the 


east and north. 

Austrian Slav regiments are declar- 
ed to have been seized by panic dur- 
ing the first attacks by the Russians 
and to have surrendered without any 
real resistance. 

Reuter’s Petrograd correspondent 
sends the following concerning the 
Russian offensive against the Austro- 
Hungarians: 

“Wounded Austrian officers assert 
that the Russian attacks against their 
armies were totally unexpected. On 
the eve of the attack the enemy was 
celebrating the German victory in the 
North sea with champagne and cognac, 
but the opening of the Russian bom- 
bardment ended the festivities. 

“From other sources comes the tale 
of how Russians seized by surprise an 
Austrian railway station with its per- 
sonnel. Fifteen minutes later a mili- 
tary train with troops and supplies 
arrived and all the Austrians and sup- 
plies were captured. An hour later 
train loads of shells arrived and also 
fell into the hands of the Russians. 

“In one instance virtually a com- 
plete Austrian division, including two 
generals, surrendered. The only per- 
son to resist was a Hungarian Sister 
of Mercy. She fired a revolver, but 
afterwards was disarmed without dif- 
ficulty.”’ 


NOTABLE GAINS 
FOR RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, June 9.—(Via London.)— 
Five days of furious offensive by the 
forces of General Brussiloff has crum- 
pled their opponents’ lines from the 
Kovel-Sarny railway line to Buko- 
wina, driving them back an average of 
fifteen miles. 

In the Lutsk sector the Russians ap- 
pear to have completely broken 
through, turning the left flank of the 
Austrian armies and the right flank 
of the German forces and capturing 
Lutsk, the center of a number of ra- 
diating roads and railways. At sev- 
eral points the attacking Russians have 
crossed the Ikwa and S8tyr rivers and 
further south they are approaching the 
Stripa river. 


The victories are attributable large- 
ly to the avalanche of gunfire, which 
swept away dozens of lines of en- 
tanglements and opened the way for 
the troops, who swept through in ir- 
resistible numbers. In some places the 
Russian barrier fire cut off large Aus- 
trian units, which surrendered. This 
accounts for the large number of pris- 
gene officially reported captured. 

he operation began in the vicini 

of Olyka, where skirmishing has wot 4 
frequent lately. Both sides appeared 
to have been feeling for a 
weak spot in theigepponents’ line. The 
Russian advance from this point, whith 
is 25 miles from Lutsk, was accom- 
plished in two and one-half days. Dur- 
ing the long period of inactivity the 
Austrians constructed strong fortifi- 
cations in this section. The topogra- 
phy of the country also formed strong 
natural defenses. 

_Military observers regard the opera. 
tion as an extraordinarily brilliant 
achievement and emphasize the able 
leadership of General Brussiloff, who 
conducted the Carpathian campaign and 
made a record for prisoners, guns and 
munitions captured. Lutsk is an im- 
portant link, strengthening the cornnec- 
tion between the southwestern region 
and the northern section and the pos- 
session of it by the Russians is regarded 
as a valuable step toward recapturing 
lost territory. The possession of Lutsk 
is a menace to Limberg, upon which 
place the Austrians now are massing 
their forces. 

The prisoners captured are said to be 
chiefly Hungarians and Austrians. They 
include a very small proportion of 
Slavs, who are chiefly employed on the 
Italian front.

GERMANS ATTACK 
ON VERDUN FRONT. 


Paris, June 9.—The Germans have 
launched a general attack along the en- 
tire front on the right bank of the 


Meuse and have penetrated the French | 


line at one point, but repulsed else- 
where with heavy losses, according to 
an official statement issued by the war 
office today. 

The point where the Germans entered 
the French lines is in the neighborhood 
of Thiaumont farm. The Germans also 
made two small attacks southwest of 
Hill 304, but these attacks, the state- 
ment says, were repulsed. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“On the left bank of the River Meuse 
we repulsed last night two small at- 
tacks against positions southwest of 
Hill 304. 

“On the right banks of the river the 
Germans are continuing to deliver vio- 
lent attacks along a front of about two 
kilometers (one and one-fifth miles), 
stretching east and west of the Thiau- 
mony farm. -Between this farm and 
the Cailette wood the enemy penetrated 
one of our trenches. All their endeav- 
ors on the west have been checked with 
heavy losses to the enemy. 

“In the region of St. Mihiel a detach- 
ment of the enemy which was endeav- 
Oring to approach our lines east of 
Bislee was dispersed by our fire.’ 

The following official communication 
was issued tonight: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse the 
Germans during the day several times 
attacked our position on Hil 304. Two 
attacks west of the hill and two others 
southwest, which were accompanied by 
projections of liquid fire, failed com- 
pletely under our fire. 

‘On the right bank of the Meuse 
the bombardment was verv heavy in 
all the region south of the Thiaumont 
farm, in the Chapitre wood, in the 
Fumin wood and in the sector to the 
south of Damloup. No infantry attack 
occurred during the day. 

“In the Vosges a strong German re- 
connaissance at Hartmans-Weilerkopf 
was dispersed by our fire.”

NAVAL FIGHT 
OFF BELGIUM. 


London, June 9.—A brief engage- 
ment between small British and Ger- 
man warships off the coast of Belgium 
yesterday was made known today in 
the following official communication: 

“On Thursday morning a_ British 
patrol force, composed of monitors 
and torpedo boat destroyers, engaged 
off Zeebrugge torpedo boat destroyers 
of the enemy, which, on being fired 
at by monitors, returned into port. 
There were no casualties. No damage 
was sustained by any of our ships.” 


Berlin, June 9.—(Via London.)—The 
communication was 
issued today: 

“This morning off the Flanders coast 
there was an artillery fight between 
German outposts boats and enemy mon- 
itors and destroyers at long range. 
Several of our salvos were observed to 
have had good effect. The enemy then 
withdrew in the direction of Dunkirk. 
The German forces were not damaged. 

“During the afternoon a French bat- 
tle air boat was shot down by one of 
our seaplanes. The occupants were 
captured by one of our submarines.” 


FIERCE FIGHTING 
ON ITALIAN FRONT. 


Rome, June 9.—(Via. London.)—The 
official communication issued by the 
war office today follows: 

“In the Adige valley there has been 
an artillery duel, our fire causing fires 
and explosions in the munitions depots 
at Aughbene and Val Arsa. On the 
Posina-Astico front on the evening of 
the seventh enemy forces concentrated 
between Santubaldo and Velo Astico 
commenced an attack toward Monte 
Giove and Monte Brazome and were 
promptly dispersed by the accurate fire 
of our artillery. 

“The battle continues with extreme 
violence on the plateau of Sette Com- 
muni. On Wednesday evening an at- 
tack on our positions east of the 
Campomulo valley continued desperate- 
ly until 11 o’clock at night. Our in- 
fantry killed a large number of the 
enemy. 

“During yesterday, the enemy having 
received enormous reinforcements, re- 
newed its attacks in the zone east of 
Asiago and east of the Campomulo 
vallev after intense bombardment by 
numerous batteries. Our Alpine troops 
and infantry repeatedly repulsed the 
enemy columns, counter attacking them 
bravely with the bayonet. At the close 
of the day our troops, in order bet- 
ter to sustain the incessant fire of the 
enemy artillery, withdrew on new posi- 
tions some hundred meters further to 
the east. 

“In the Sugana valley there was an 
artillery action. We made favorable 
attacks in the Podestagno zone, in the 
upper Boite and on the Reinznera. 

“In the Carnia and Isonzo zones there 
were artillerv and bombing exchanges.

T0 DEMOBILIZE ARMY 


King Constantine Signed De- 
cree as Result of “Energetic 
Representations.” 


Athens, Greece, June 9.—(Via Paris.) 
King Constantine today signed fhe or- 
der demobilizing twelve classes of the 
army, amounting to 150,000 men. 

There is general rejoicing here over 
the decision. It is not thought the 
present government will be able to con- 
tinue in power after the army is. dis- 
banded. 


Paris, June 9.—The official press bu- 
reau states that the entente allies no- 
tified the Greek government that as a 
result of its negotiations with Bulgaria 
and Germany they would take all meas- 
ures necessary 
safeguardin Greek unity 
Greek’ constitution. 

In consequence the Greek com- 
mander of the port of Saloniki has been 
replaced 4 a French naval officer, and 
entry to the port has been refused to 
Greek ships from Kavala. Moreover, an 
embargo has been placed on Greek 
ships in French ports. 

The demobilization of the Greek army 
is regarded here as the direct outcome 
of the energetic measures by the en- 
tente allied governments recently taken 
in making joint sepresentations to 
King Constantine, followed by an em- 
bargo virtually closing Greek ports. 

The demobilization of twelve classes 
of the army means the sending back 
to civil life of exactly half of the army,

to enforce the treaties 


ordinarily of twenty-four 
classes. 

The mobilization has been unpopular. 
from the first with the Greek people 
owing to its harmful economic effects 
and this is considered further to have 
influenced the taking of the step, as 
well as the fact that the government 
hopes thus to gratify a large number 
of supporters of former Premier Veni- 
zelos in the army who desire to re- 
cover their civil rights.

Seeking a court order compelling the 
A., B. & A. railroad to resume opera- 
tions Over its Ocilla and Irwinville 
branch, James B. Clemegts, E. G. M. 
Fletcher, Marcus Fletcher, C. H. Aus- | 
tin and the Ocilla Oil and Fertilizer 
company yesterday filed suit in the 
United States district court against the 
railroad company and E. T. Lamb, its 
former receiver, asking permission to 
come into court and ghow that the bus- 
iness along the line is capable of mak- 
ing the operating of trains pay. The 
petitioners, all alleged heavy shippers, 
are denied, through the suspension 
of traffic over this route, proper ship- 
ping facilities. 

Some time ago, according to the com- 
Plaint, the A., B, & A. petitioned the 
State railroad commission for permis- 
sion to discontinue traffic over its line 
from Ocilla to Irwinville, alleging that 
business was such as to make opera- 
tion of trains over the line unprofit- 
able. The railroad commission, on 
grounds of lack of jurisdiction, refused 
to grant the petition. 

Subsequently several shippers com- 
plained to the commission that condi- 
tions on the branch were bad, and the 
board ordered certain extensive re- 
pairs made. Through Mr. Lamb, re- 
ceiver, the railroad then procured from 
the federal court permission to discon- 
tinue operating the line altogether. 

Now, the complainants allege, show- 
ing can be made that the line would 
pay, and that business men are suffer- 
ing through want of carrier facilities.

It would be a calamity to Atlanta’s pub- 
lic school system in perhaps the most crit- 
ical period of its existence should Major 


mination to resign the presidency of the 
board of education. 

As a matter of fact, it is Major Guinn’s 
duty to remain at the head of the board, 
and it is equally the duty of the board to 
see to it that he is retained there. The 
board should insist upon his withdrawing 
his resignation and continuing for another 
year at least in a position in which he has 
rendered such material service to the city. 

The board of education, as a matter of 
fact, is just in the midst of trying out ex- 
periments and making school - progress 
along lines that have developed under 
Major Guinn’s direction. The whole school 
system is in the midst of the most impor- 
tant transition period in its history; it is a 
time when no man who can render service 
can afford to lay down the work. 

Unfortunately, it is well recognized that 
under the conditions which have prevailed 
a very large amount of the chairman’s time 
for the past two years has been consumed 
in fighting for things which should have 
come without contest or even a word of 
opposition. The board has had to fight for 
the very life and maintenance of the school 
system. The absurdity of a system which 


of this sort is apparent. 

There is no sense or reason in a board 
of education, or any officer of it, having to 
enter into a contest, and often a doubtful 
one at that, to keep city council from throw- 
ing away money which the ‘board could 
save, if the matter were left in its hands. 

Naturally, under the circumstances, 
Major Guinn is not to be criticised for de- 
siring to retire. He has no doubt reached 
the conclusion, as would almost any one 
else, that the game is not worth the candle. 
Most men would view the matter just as 
he has. 

Nevertheless, both Major Guinn and the 
school board owe a duty to Atlanta, and 
they must recognize the fact that in this 
critical transition period which the school 
system faces it has no time to swap horses 
in the middle of the stream. 

For the sake of the schools, the board

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CONDITIONS AT TECH HIGH SCHOOL 
MUST BE’ IMPROVED OR 160 PUPILS 
WILL BE BARRED, DECLARES GUINN 


“I wish to bring to the attention of this 
audience tonight the need for some move for 
the betterment of the Technological High 
school. At this school I may say that the 
housing is wholly makeshift and if some 
steps are not taken for improving this con- 
dition before September 15, 1916, the proud 
city of Atlanta will have to publish to the 
world the fact that some 160 or more young 
men have applied for admission to this in- 
Stitution and been denied for lack of seats 
to accommodate them,” said Major R. J. 
Guinn, president of the board of education 
at the joint graduation exercises of the Boys’ 
High school and the Tech High school held 
in the Auditorium-Armory last night. 

“This is not the time to begin asking how 
this matter can be remedied. I may venture 
to say that every person in this audience has 
faced a family crisis at some time and found 
the means to overcome it.

Mrs. William H. Felton, of Cartersville, 
Ga., will celebrate her eighty-first birth- 
day today with a mind as clear and alert 
as that of a girl of sixteen, and a wisdom 
which one rarely finds as marked in a man 
or woman of any age.

With no prac- 
tical duty ever unfulfilled, there’ is still 
never a time when she is not delightfully 
ornamegtal,; whether in a public debate, at 
a white house reception, or at the more ex- 
clusive gatherings in the homes of 
friends.

letter which he had written to Gov- 
ernor Harris on the situation, both of 
which documents denounce categori- 
cally as untrue the statements of Mr. 
Shippen and‘*charge to him ulterior 
motives in seeking the removal of Mr. 
Brown from the board of arbitration. 

Mr. Brown’s statement and letter de- 
clare that the Tennessee Copper com- 
pany is living up to its contract and 
that the contract between it and the 
state of Georgia should not be abro- 
gated, as has been suggested.

Shortest Murder Trial in His- 


tory of Georgia Held in 
Recorder’s Court. 


“Case dismissed; let him go,” order- 
ed Recorder George Johnson in police 
matinee yesterday, when ‘'W.

“The defendant says that James G. 
Woodward, mayor and ex-officio member of 
this police board and now sitting as a mem- 
ber of this police board, is disqualified

Reports Received at Wash- 


ington Cause Uneasiness. 
Americans Leaving for the 
Border in Increasing Num- 
bers.. 


Washington, June 9.—Anti-American 
demonstrations in northern Mexico 
continue, according to official advices 
today, particularly in the states of 
Chihuahua,.San Luis Potosi and Nuevo 
Leon, and although the manifestations 
thus far have been confined mostly to 
speech-making consular agents have 
reported that the temper of the people 
appears such that any eventuality 
might be possible. 

Americans are leaving for the border 
in steadily increasing numbers. Under 
the previous instructions, state depart- 
ment agents in Mexico are giving every 
possible aid. In addition border agents 
have been instructed to urge those 
seeking to return to Mexico to stay on 
the American side. 

Uneasiness at Washington. 

Officials here showed considerable 
uneasiness over the situation.

Statements from Americans reaching 
the border and also from’ consular 
agents in Mexico have indicated that 
while General Carranza’s forces were 
trying to overawe the demonstrators, 
the control was not to be depended on 
entirely in some districts. The agita- 
tors, some officials fear, may arouse 
public opinion to a point where an.-at- 
tempt to expel General Pershing’s men 
by force may be undertaken. There 
is nothing to indicate that Carranza 
regular troops would join in such a 
movement, but should irregular forces 
join the rioters a situation might be 
created from which there would be 
no peaceful escape, 


No Fears for Pershing’s Force. 


Army officials have no fears for the 
safety of the American expedition. It 
is so closely concentrated as to be 
fully able to defend itself in any emer- 
gency and also to lend efficient pro- 
tection to a wide stretch of the bor- 
der. No new troop dispositions were 
in progress today, secretary Baker 
said, and Gemeral Funston’s’ reports 
have. been of a routine character for 
several days past. 

The spread of the anti-American agi- 
tation may delay the sending of a reply 
to General Carranza’s note demand- 
ing recall of the American troops.

Berlin, June 9.—(By Wireless.)—The 
American ambassador, James W. Ger- 
ard, has repudiated an interview re- 
céntly attributed to him on the sub- 
jet of 


The ambassador also is quoted as as- 
serting that Count Friedrich von Wes- 
tarp, conservative leaderin the reichs- 
tag, desired Mr. Gerard to have a 
spurious interview published some 
time ago, but that the ambassador de- 
clined. P 

According to a statement given out 
by the news agency today, a manu- 
script containing a copy of the spuri- 
ous interview was submitted to Mr. 
Gerard with the idea that it was to 
have been published in The National 
Zeitung, but the ambassador refused 
to sanction it. 

The statement follows: 

“Ambassador Gerard stated to a staff 
member of the Voesische Zeitung that 
he never made the utterance in regard 
to President Wilson’s proposed peace 
mediation attributed to him and quoted 
in the reichstag. The conservative 
leader, Count von Westarp, said that 
Mr. Gerard had announced President 
Wilson’s intention to mediate for peace 
and for this purpose to exert pressure 
on the belligerents, which he (Count 
von Westarp) was unwilling to agree 
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“Mr. Gerard now states that Count 
von Westarp had desired that he have 
a spurious interview published some 
time ago by the National Zeitung. At 
that time Mr. Gerard told a staff mem- 
ber of the National Zeitung that he was 
unable to give him any information. 
On seeing the manuscript Mr. Gerard 
declared that it was untrue and chere- 
fore withheld the manuscript. 

“Mr. Gerard makes formal denial of 
the spurious interview.” 

Amsterdam, Holland, June 9.—(Via 
London.)—The Vossische Zeitung, of 
Berlin, declares’ that Ambassador 
Gerard disclaims all responsibility for 
what was represented as an interview 
with him published in The Berlin 
Achtuhr Abendblatt and quoted in the 
reichstag by Count von Westarp. The 
fact, is according to The Vossische 
Zeitung, that Mr. Gerard received the 
editor of. The National Zeitung, to 
whom he said that the visit to the 
United States of Joseph Cc. Grew, 
secretary of the American embassy at 
was purely for private pur- 
poses. The ambassaor declined to re- 
ply to other questions. Later the edi- 
tor of The National Zeitung returned, 
The Vossische Zeitung says, with a 
manuscript containing utterances at- 
tributed to the ambassador. Mr.

A great many more wounded soldiers 
out of every 100 die than wounded 
sailors. One reason is that the soldier 
rarely can get the prompt attention 
given to a wounded man-of-war’s man.

France. Belgium and Poland. 

Dr. Keen tol@ me that in a land over- 
run by domestic animals for centuries 
the likelihood of a soldier's wound be- 
coming infected is far greater than 
in a wild, uncultivated region. He cited 
some most interesting figures to prove 


it. 

During the civil war only a few more 
then 500 soldiers were afflicted with 
tetanus. All but 20 of them, or some- 
thing like 97 per cent, died. 

Statistics furnished for a Bavarian 
army of 60,000 show that in the pres- 
ent war a far greater number of wound- 
ed soldiers. are stricken with “lock- 
jaw,” but that only about 50 per cent 
of them died. They now know how 
to treat the disease more successfully 
than fifty years ago. 

Much of the civil war fighting was 
done in a country not highly tilled, 
whereas the German troops have been 
battling upon the garden spots of Eu- 
rope. So you will see that it would be 
more dangerous to have a battle in 
Lancaster or Bucks county than in the 
Nevada desert. 

So impregnated with disease are 
some of the fields in France and Bel- 
gium, where the trench fighting has 
occurred, that Dr. Keen says a solu- 
tion of ordinary earth injected into a 
euinea pig has killed it in eighteen 
hours.

Fair Words Used, But No 
Peace--Progressives Insist 
G.O. P. Must Nominate Col. 
Roosevelt—Conferences to 
Be Continued. 


Chicago, June 9.—Senator Reed 
Smoot today presented the report of 
the republican members of the peace 
conference committee to the republican 
convention in the Coliseum.

Text of G. O. P. Report, 
The report follows:

tion; Your committee appointed pur- 
suant to the resolution adopted at yes- 
terday’s session met in conference with 
a committee representing the national 
progressive convention last evening. 
The progressive committee of confer- 
ence consisted of Messrs. Perkins, of 
New York; Johnson, of California;

“I did nothing but try to separate 
the men,” declared Molesworth; “after 
this they can fight all over the field 
for all I care.

Bullish Government Report 
Caused Wheat to Soar. 
Corn and Oats in Narrow 
Range. 


Chicago, June 9.—Wheat jumped up 
in price today, chiefly as a consequence 
of the government crop report indicat- 
ing that the yield in the United States 
this season would fall short of the 
1915 total by almost 300,000,000 bush- 
els. Corn lost a shade to \%, oats 
Sained ‘ty to %@%*, and provisions 
finished irreguiar, ranging from 6c 
decline to a rise of 20c. 

Free buying lifted the wheat market 
in a hurry right at the outset. Profit- 
taking was active on the bulge, Dut 
caused only a moderate reaction, Then 
prices again started upward, influ- 
enced by opinions that gu per cent of 
the June cundition of the spring crop 
rendered a good harvest of spring 
wheat a mosi unlikely outcome. 

Bearish news regarding wheat con- 
sisted principally of tavorable crop 
reports from the southwest, including 
assertions of notable improvement in 
Kansas. 

Bearish weather conditions depress- 
ed corn in the final transactions. 

Oats responded a little to bullish 
constructions of the government crop 
report. 

Pork rose on account of the scanti- 
ness of offerings and because of a good 
demand from grain houses. Lard and 
ribs were subjected to much selling 
pressure that was credited in the main 
to a leading packer.

LLED AT PENSACOLA

Lieutenant Meets Death When 
Aeroplane Falls on Santa 
Rosa Island. 


——— ——— 


Pensacola, Fla., June 9 —Lieutenant 


R. C. Saufley, navy aviator, was killed 
when his machine fell on Santa Rosa 
island this afternoon. It is reported 
one of the tailpieces of the machine 
became deranged, causing Saufley to 
lose control. 

The young lieutenant was using the 
machine in which he had broken two 
world’s hydro-aecroplane records and 
was soaring about 700 feet up when the 
accident occurred. The observer at the 
United States Aeronautical station saw 
the machine dive straight downward 
and strike the island which is a nar- 
row strip of landing separating Pen- 
sacola Bay from the gulf. The body 
was found by persons who set out im- 
mediately for the island in a motor 
boat. 

Saufley was placed in charge of the 
department of instruction at the sta- 
tion here a year ago largely because 
he was deemed an exceedingly cau- 
tious pilot. On March 26 of this year 
he established what is said to be a 
world’s record for hydro-aeroplanes 
when he ascended 16,000 feet. Last 
Monday he remained in the air eight 
hours and thirty minutes, which also 
is said to-be a world record for craft 
of this type. 

He was 32 years of age, 
of Kentucky and is survived by 
widow.

The following are the amendments 
to original charges on which Beavers 
was tried last August, the amend- 
ments having been made to conform 
to a recent court order of Judge Pen- 
dieton that the charges against Beav- 
ers be amended so as to include speci- 


fications: 

“Now comes the police board of the city 
of Atlanta, and amends the charges here- 
tofore filed against James L. Beavers, 80 
that said charges, as amended, and as they 
shall stand for trial, will read as follows: 

' “3 Said Beavers, then chief of police, was, 
prior to August 3, 1915, guilty of insub- 
ordination in that: 

“In the year 1915 — a 
ed to the city council o anta an - 
priation to alee tn thirty detectives, said 
number being necessary to the proper dis- 
charge of the duties of the police force. 

“In disregard of this action by the board, 
and without the consent of the board, said 
Beavers appeared before the finance com- 
mittee of the city of Atlanta and recom- 
manded that the number of detectives be 
reduced to twenty, and, in pursuance of said 
recommendation, and as a resuit of his ac- 
tion, an apppropriation for but sixteen de- 
tectives was made. 

“Said number was grossly insufficient and 
unable to properly discharge the duties of 
that department of the police force, and it 
was necessary in the year 1916 to increase 
the number of detectives to twenty-two. 

“Said conduct was a willful, flagrant dis- 
regard and defiance of the expressed pur- 
poses and policies of the board, and of its 
superior authority, and resulted in seriously 
impairing the efficiency of the police force. 

Chief Beavers Enraged. 

“2? Said Beavers, in the month of July, 
was present at an official meeting of this 
board when charges were lodged against 
him as chief of police. When the charges 
were read, said Beavers became very much 
enraged, and stated that the charges against 
him had been made because of his attitude 
towards the locker clubs; that he had gone 
to one of these and found the then chair- 
man of the board taking a drink. His 
charges were denied by Commissioners Eng- 
lish and Johnson, and the chairman ruled 
said Beavers out of order and instructed 
him to sit down. Said Beavers refused to

“While given entire control over the 
police force, he was unable to obtain the 
confidence or respect of a considerable part 
of said force. At least 50 per cent of the 
force were dissatified with his control and 
management and, by reason of this lack of 
respect and confidence, the force bécame, 
and was, on said date, dissatisfied, disor- 
ganized, and not furnishing proper protec- 
tion to the public. 

“In the summer of 1915 this dissatisfac- 
tion reached a state of acute friction be- 
tween the plain-clothes men and the de- 
tective department, the latter being under 
the immediate charge of Mr. Newport Lan- 
ford. The detective department was a ne- 
cessary part of the police force and the de- 
partment as a whole could not furnish prop- 
er protection to the citizens of Atlanta with 
the then existing friction and rivalry be- 
tween the two departments, said friction 
resulted in charges being preferred against 
Mr. Lanford, upon the trial of which he 
was exonorated. 

“The said Beavers was wholly unable to 
control this situation, to harmonize the two 
departments, or make them co-operate to 
the common end of protecting the person 
and property of the citizens, and his in- 
ability to do-this, with his accompanying

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CONSIDER PLATFORM 
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'Asserted Democratic Declara- 


tion Will Be More Progres- 
sive Than Republican. 


Washington, June 9.—At the last 
cabinet meeting before the St. Louis 
convention President Wilson and his 
advisers today went over details of a 
platform for the democrats and dis- 
cussed the proposed platform of the 
progressives and republicans. 

The president's draft of plant:s will 
be completed tomorrow. Today he care- 
fully examined the platform adupted 
by the republicans and the one approv- 
ed by the resolutions committee of the 
progressive convention. Members of 
the cabinet who discussed the subjec 
with the president said thry considered 
the republican platform “innocuous,” 
and declared that the democratic plat- 
form will be more progressive. 

Most of the influential advisers vf 
the president want the platform made 
as short as possible, and still contain 
references to the achievements of the 
administration during the last three 
years. ’ 

Reports of proceedings in the rep:b- 
lican and progressive conventions were 
laid before the cabinet and discussed in 
detail. On developments at Chicago 
will depend in some measure the deno- 
cratic platform and the speech which 
Senator Ollie James will make in &t. 
Louis as permanent chairman. Senator 
James talked over the matter with the 
president during the morning. 

Selection of a chairman of ‘he demo- 
cratic national committee to succeed 
William F. McCombs also was consid- 
ered at the cabinet meeting. It Was 
said that no decision had been reached. 
Reports from Chicago that members of 
the committee would welccme the se- 
lection of Homer S. Cummings, of Con- 
necticut, now vice chairman of the 
committee, were read by officials with 
interest. 

Administration officials said today 
that no effort would be made to force 
the platform drafts here on the con- 
vention. It is being taken for granted, 
however, that the planks framed by the 
president will be incorporated in the 
platform in practically the form in 
which he is writing them.
